ALEJANDRO AND LILIANA'S CASE SINCE MY EARLIER LETTER, BUT 

MR. BUMPUS FOUND MRS. DEUTSCH HOPEFUL THAT THIS BUSINESS 
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CAN BE RESOLVED AND WILLING TO WAIT AND WORK WITH GREAT 
PATIENCE. THE DEUTSCHES ARE A WELL KNOWN AND RESPECTED 
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FAMILY IN CORDOBA, AND THEIR CIRCUMSTANCES IN THE PAST WERE 
COMFORTABLE. MR. BUMPUS WAS IMPRESSED WITH THE HOPE THAT
